Rank-and-file dissatisfaction continues 
to be levelled at Herr Genscher, 

The FDP leader has emerged as a ne- 
gative symbol of Liberal credibility, as a 
household word for a turncoat and a 
man with few friends and few still will 
ing to speak out in his defence. 

Even a bid to replace him by Wolf 
gang Mischnick, FDP floor leader in 
the Bundestag and a man who has 
emerged as a credible figure from the 
party's mid-stream change of horse ir 
Bonn, would have little hope of success.
